JUNE QUARTER, 1925. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 31st March, 1925, was: males, 1,156,045 : females, 
1,110,651; total, 2,266,696. The increase since 31st March, 1924, 
was 46,876, and since the census in April, 1921, 164,728. 


Vital Statisties—June Quarter, 1925—New South Wales—The births 
registered in June quarter numbered 13,105, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23:13 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,073, which is 
equivalent to 8°95 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,878 marriages registered was 8.61. Compared with 
the average of the June quarter of the preceding five years the 
birth-rate was 6 per cent. the marriage-rate 5 per cent. and the death 
rate 3 per cent lower. 


Sydney and Suburbs—-The births registered in June quarter 
numbered 5,210, equivalent to a rate of 20°59 per 1,000 of population per 
annum ; of the total, 2,637 were males and 2,573 females. The rate is 11 per 
cent. below the average of June quarter of the previous five years. 


The deaths in June quarter numbered 2,339, namely, 1,223 males 
and 1,116 females. The mortality rate of 9°24 per 1,000 of population 
per annum is 2 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the June 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in age-groups under 5 
years but exceeded the average total at and above that age. 


The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 56:0 per 1,C00 
births, and is 6 per cent. below the average for the June quarter 
of the previous five years. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Jimports—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the June quarter, 1925, were valued at 
£15,726,380, and show an increase in value of £1,406,764 in comparison 
with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. Separating 
merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of merchandise 
decreased by £17,490, and gold increased by £1,424,254. The total of all 
over-sea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1925, were £66,235,676, 
an increase of £8,010,636 in comparison with the previous financial year. 


Ezporls—-The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
June quarter, 1925, amounted to £11,636,010, being an increase in 
value of £4,240,562 as compared with the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), 
the exports of merchandise increased by £4,331,059, and gold decreased 
by £90,497. For the year ended 30th June, 1925, the total of all 
oversea exports were £60,605,621, being an increase of £17,458,475 
compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney in June quarter, 
1925, were valued at £19,931,833. The following is a summary of the 


imports and transhipments :—

During the year ended 30th June, 1925, the Oversea. Imports at the 
port of Sydney were valued at £64,211,553, and the Interstate 
Imports by sea at Sydney were £21,439,144, and the State seaward ° 
Imports £12,009,770; the total value of all imports at Sydney, 
excluding transhipments, being £97,660,467. For the same period the 
tonnages of the goods imported were as follows :— Oversea, 1,478,511; 
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Interstate, 684,451; State, 1,873,348: Total, 4,036,310; and the tran 
shipments—Oversea, 198,472; Interstate, 150,355 ; State, 52,711: Total; 
401,568. 


Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the revenue for the 
June quarter, 1925, was £11,644,996, being a decrease of £200,556 
as compared with June quarter, 1924. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th June, 
1925, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: 
Railways, £375,297 ; Collection of Motor Taxes (10 per cent.), 
£55,894; Returns per capita to the State by Commonwealth Govern- 
ment, £14,551; Wharfage and Tonnage Rates, &e. (Sydney), £27,510 ; 
Stamp Duties, £107,884. 

The expenditure during June quarter, 1925, was £10,813,519, an 
increase of £1,730,671 as compared with June quarter of previous year. 

There were increases of expenditure during the June quarter, O259 
over the corresponding quarter of the previous year—of Interest, 
£429,021 ; Governmental Expenditure, £946,554 ; and Business Under- 
takings, £334,892. 

Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 
during the years ended 30th June, 1924 and 1925, and the quarter 


ended 30th June, 1924 and 1925 :—

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for June quarter, 1925, in com- 
parison with the previous quarter, show an increase in deposits, including 
Commonwealth Savings Bank Deposits, ef £8,970,326, and were 
£5,199,390 nore than in June quarter, 1924. 

Advances in June quarter, 1925, were £305,834 less than in 

March quarter, 1925, and £10,193,127 less than in June quarter, 
1924.

The proportion of coin, bullion, and Australian notes, and cash with 
Commonwealth Bank to total liabilities at 30th June, 1925, was 
23°8 per cent. 
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Gold Production.—The gold yicld during June quarter, 1925, was 4,166 
oz. crude, equal to 3.596 oz. fine, valued at £15,273, and showed a 
decrease of £244 in value compared with June quarter, 1924. 


Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 30th June, 1925, there were 
325 applications for 304,021 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act; and 293,951 acres, representing 247 
blocks, were set apart for original holdings, which include areas 
for returned soldicrs. During the year ended 30th June, 1925, 
the number of applications for original holdings was 1,245 and the 
area applied for 1,944,661 acres. The lands set apart for original 
holdings in the year were 975,311 acres, representing 1,290 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney it appears that during 
June, 1925, the prices of meat were 45 per cent. higher than in 

' July, 1914; other food and groceries were 58% per cent. higher; 
and the prices for the two combined were 544 per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed an increase of 1 per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (May). Prices of meat were 
32 per cent. higher than in May, and cther food and groceries were 
+ per cent. dearer. Butter, cheese, potatoes and currants were dearer, 
while bacon, sago, oatmeal, onions, and blue were cheaper. 


Compared with the corresponding month (June) of 1924, meat 
was 3 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 4} per cent. 
dearer ; and the two combined were 4 per cent. dearer. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—Duting the June quarter, 1925, the general level of 
wholesale prices increased by 2 per cent., and is now 30 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 


During the quarter there was an increase of 10 per cent. in the index 
number of dairy produce, while meat decreased by 8 per cent. and 
agricultural produce by 3 per cent. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 48 
commodities remained unchanged during the June quarter, 21 in- 
creased, and 31 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the six months ended 30th June, 1925, numbered 
5,258, as compared with 5.179 during the half-year ended 30th June, 
1924. The suburbs in which the greatest activity was evident were 
Canterbury (with 6°6 new buildings), Randwick (with 574), Waverley 
(with 380), and Willoughby (with 351). 

Country Municipalities.—During the six months ended 30th June, 
1925, permission was granted in country Municipalities to erect 3,660 
new buildings, of the value of £2,075,028 as compared with 3,010 of 
a value of £1,988,215 during the six months ended 30th June, 1924. 


Meteorology.— Very dry weather was experienced during April, but a few 
showers of rain fell over the coastal districts, parts of the southern 
tablelands and the Blue Mountains. Fora few days rough weather prevailed 
on the coast, and later snow fell on the southern tablelands, and there 
were frosts on the highlands. The dry conditions were succeeded in 
May by widespread rainstorms. Torrential downpours, accompanied by 
severe cyclonic storms, swept over the eastern and south-eastern parts 
of the State, causing disastrous floods, which resulted in the loss of seven 
lives and serious damage to property. At Moruya the 8.8. “ Bermagui ” 
was carried over the training wall, <A tropical cyclone, moving southward 
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from the north coast, caused the heaviest coastal rainstorm recorded 
south from Newcastle and on the southern highlands. There were 
extensive floods on the Hawkesbury and south coast rivers. The rains 
generally were of great benefit, and the various dams connected with the 
Metropolitan Water Supply were enabled to impound the greatest 
quantity of water ever held. In June a severe cyclonic storm moving 
southward caused further widespread rain, with heavy falls and floods 
over the central and eastern parts of the State, the greatest damage 
being sustained about Richmond and Windsor. There were floods 
also in the Lachlan, Murrumbidgee, Bogan and Macquarie Rivers, 
while several coastal rivers, besides the Hawkesbury, were affected 
chiefly by the Richmond, Clarence, Shoalhaven and Moruya Rivers. 
The severe cyclone. between the 18th and 23rd June was the cause of 
stormy weather along the coast, with gales and rough seas, shipping 
being much hampered. Frosts and fogs were experienced during the 
-month, and snow fell on the extreme southern tableland. 


Labour Conditions in June Quarter, 1925.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of June there were about 8,000 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 4,500 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included boot- 
trade workers, saddlers, wool and basil workers, textile workers, 
‘plasterers, carpenters, bricklayers, and workers in the engineering and 
iron trades. Employment was good for plumbers, painters, wire- 
netting workers, and there was a scarcity of women for domestic 
work. 


During the June quarter 9,326 men and 1,127 women 
applied at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 6,790 men 
and 1,889 women were sought by employers through the agency of 
the Exchanges, and 6,146 men and 1,323 women were placed in 
positions. In the previous quarter 10,204 persons applied for 
employment, 8,779 positions were made available, and 6,783 persons 
were placed in positions, 


Dislocations.—During the June quarter 44,285 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 138,986 working days. In the previous quarter 
57,972 employees were involved, with the loss of 168,205 days. 


Changes in Wages.—There were slight increases in wages affected by 
Federal awards during the June quarter, 1925,

The results were compiled from returns which were made after the crops had beea harvested, 
and depend upon statements furnished by each of 17,624 wheat-growers in the State. 

The area sown for grain was 3,543,860 acres, including 30,850 acres which failed entirely. 

The area sown for hay was 386,800 acres, including 3,834 acres which failed. he fed-off area 
was 18,024 acres, making a total of 3,948,620 acres sown with wheat. 

The grain harvested amounted to 19,928,437 bags, equivalent to 59,785,000 bushels, or 16°9 
bushels per acre. 

The production of hay was 532,030 tons, cr 1°38 tons per acre. 

In January, from an estimate based on returns supplied by the individual growers, it was 
anticipated that the yield of grain would be 20,277,385 bags, equivalent to 60,832,000 bushels, or 
17:4 bushels per acre. his yield was not realised, as the actual returns fell short of the estimate by 
1,047,000 bushels, or 1°7 per cent. 

The decrease in the actual yield, compared with the estimate of four months ago, has been due 
almost entirely to the heavy winds, rains and hail experienced during the harvesting operations in the 
North and Central Western Slopes and in the Central Plains divisions. 

In many instances matured crops were knocked down, with consequent shedding of grain, 
whilst in others rust and bleaching were in evidence. 

Of the total area harvested for grain, 149,894 acres were sown on new Jand, 1,583,047 acres 
on fallowed land, and the balance, 1,780,069 acres, on stubble, the respective productions of grain per 
acre being 14°8 bushels; 19°7 bushels; and 148 bushels.

Reports show that in the early Autumn the outlook for lambing throughout New South Walcs 
was very favourable. As the season advanced, however, continued dry spells in portions of the 
North-west and the far West depleted the green feed, necessitating hand-feeding in many cases. 
These conditions were reflected in the number of markings, as the North-western Slope was almost 
one-third below the average of the State in the proportion of Autumn markings. Similarly, the 
North-central Plain and the Western Division were much below the State average. 

The early Winter rainfall was distributed sufficiently to ensure a plentiful supply of water and 
of green grass and herbage, which are so essential to good lambing, consequently the sheep were in 
excellent condition, and the Winter season was described as very favourable. As in the Autumn, 
however, the North-central Plain and the North-western Slope were the least favoured. 

Losses caused by crows, hawks, foxes, and wild dogs were not so heavy as usual, and little 
trouble was experienced from blow-fly. 

- At the close of 1924 there were 19,705,000 ewes in New South Wales, and of these 12,021,000, 
or 61 per cent., were mated for the Autumn and Winter lambing. Approximately 5,374,000 ewes were 
timed to lamb in the Autumn, and 3,632,000, or 68 per cent. of lambs, were expected to be marked. 

For the Winter lambing 6,647,000 ewes were mated, and the lambs marked are estimated at 
4,590,000, or 69 per cent. The proportion of 68 per cent. of the probable markings of the combined 
Autumn and Winter lambing is the best recorded in any season since 1911.

The estimated number of ewes reserved for Spring or Summer lambing was 5,462,000, including 
a number of ewes which failed to lamb in the Autumn. 

It is anticipated that the Spring lambing will be most successful, as about 3,696,000 lambs are 
expected to be marked, being about 68 per cent. of the ewes mated. This high proportion of markings 
for a Spring or Summer lambing is anticipated, because of the favourable season experienced 


throughout the pastoral districts.
